Historic East Room of 
the White House 
Washington.—In ie historic East 


Room of the White House, President 
Wilson February 20 pressed-a button 


which sent an electric flash leaping 


across three thousand miles of con- 
tinent to formally throw open the 
hospitable gates of the great Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition. 
Simultaneously, by a loop attached 


to the telegraph key under the Presi- 
dent’s hand, connecting with the 
Tuckerton, N. J., wireless station, a 
spark from the Tuckerton station 
sped through the air from coast to 
coast, and was caught at the wire- 
less station in the exposition grounds 
at practically the same instant that 
the land signal was received at San 
Francisco, which get the machinery 
of the magnificent enterprise of Cali- 
fornia genius in motion. 

The President’s signal was five dots 
and a dash on the telegraph key, and 
almost immediately answering  sig- 
nals came back from San Francisco 
and Tuckerton that the dual messages 
had been received, As the President 
pressed the key he said: 

“Gentlemen, I cannot make this 
great event dramatic because it af- 
fects the imagination more than the 
eye.” 

With these simple words of the 
Chief Magistrate, the historic cere- 
mony was over, 

The telegraph key used by the 
President was mounted on a _ sgolid 
nugget of Alaska gold, this key hav- 
ing been used by President Taft 
when he opened the Alaska-Yukonu 
Exposition in 1909, the former Presi- 
dent having presented the key to 
Chief Opérator James Smithers when 
he Ieft the White House. Smithers 
instrument to Prest- 
dent Wilson for the, ceremony. . 

The key was pressed exactly at 3 
o'clock, Washington time, which is 
12 o'clock San Francisco time, and 
while the event was taking place the 
silvery chimes of the Washington 
churches were striking the hour. 

The entire Cabinet, with the ex- 
ception of Seerctary ~Garrison, -Post- 
master-General Burleson and Secre- 
tary Lane, who was present as the 
President’s representative at the ex- 
position grounds, were in the East 
Room. All of the California Senators 
and Representatives were present, 
each member of the delegation hav- 
ing received a special invitation from 
the President to attend the ceremony. 


VIRGINA PLAYS. HOST 
T0,THRONGS OF PEOPLE 


San Francisco.—Thronged with a 
vast concourse of people who moved 
along the aisles admiring displays, or 
rested in the comfortable chairs of 
recepilon halls, the foreign and State 
buildings presented an animated 
scene February 22. Many thousands 
renewed old and new associations in 
the various structures which entered 
upon their third day of service. 

When the herald announced that 
the great event of the occasion had 
been postponed the crowds lining the 
race course stormed the buildings for 
diversion or rest.

Doctor Murphy belfeves that such 
blows cause an injury to that coating 
of-the. brain which is galled the dura. 

Then 
something arises—worry or extra hard 
work or something of that sort— 
which brings on irritation where the 
dura was injured. The precise cause 
is uncertain.
